the Ohjett-gltfi given equal to B, and the diftance 
given to BtDfi the diftance, between the firft and the 

fecond Glafs will be equal to ~^ u ~~i whence fubdu&ing B 

(the Focus of the objett-glafs given) there remains ;*jg . 

and if this fum be fuppofed equal to G> we fhall eafily 
know 3 by the precedent Rule ,the Fecm of the fecond Glafs. 

So far M. Auzont^ who, I truft, will receive due fatisfa- 
ftion to his defire, as foon as the happy end of the prefent 
Contagion (hall give a beginning and life again to the Studies 
and A&ions of our retired Philofophers.

vmh thofe of Mr* Auzout^ I know not* Nor have I (at the 
diitance that I am now from them.) opportunity ofparticu- 
lar Information.

rUs Experiment, having been hinted at in the next fore- 
going Papers^ out of the Mundns Subterranettt of Athanaftus 
Kireber, and feveral Curious Perfons, who either have not 
the leifure to read Voluminous Authors, or are not readily 
skilled in that Learned Tongue wherein the faid Book is 
written, being very defirous to have it transferred hither, 
it was thought fir to comply with their defire herein.

Thefe 
things being provided, let the Silver, when calcined, be 
put into a Vial 5 and having powrcd upon it the two 
drachmes of Aqua fortis, let it evaporate, and you {hall 
have a Water yielding firfta blew Colour, and afterwards 
a blacky Likewifc put the Gold, when catein'd, into a Vial, 
and having powred the. Aqua Regis upon it, fet it by to eva- 
porate; then put the Spirit oflVinc upon the Sal Armoniac\, 
leaving it alfb till it be evaporated h and you wilfhave a 
Golden coloured Water, which will afford you divers Co' 
lours. And, after this manner* you may extract many Tin- 
Sures of Colours out of other Mettals* This done, you 
may, by the means of thefe two Waters, paint what Pitrure 
you pleafe upon white Mat bfe, o f the foftcr kind, renew 9 
ing the Figure every day for feveral days with feme freffi fif- 
peradded Liquor, and you (hall find in time , that the Pi- 
fture hath pcuet rated the whole foVidity of the S^one, fo that 
cutting it into as many parts as you will, it will always reprc- 
lent unto you the fame Figure on both PAes. 

Sofdrhe, which how far it anfwers expiation, is referred 
to the Tryal of Ingenious Artifts. In the mean time there 
are not wanting Experienced Men that fcruplsthe EfFcft. but 
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yet are far from pronouncing any thing positively againfHr, 
fo that they doe not difcouragc any that have eonvenien- 
cies , from trying. 

But whether the way there mentioned will fucceed , or 
not, according to expe&ation: Sure it is that a Stone- cutter 
in Oxford t Mr. Bird , hath many years fince found out a way 
of doing the fame thing, in effect , that is here mentioned , 
and hath pra&ifed it for many years. That is, he is able fo 
to apply a colour to the outfide of polifhed Marblc,as that it 
(hall (ink a confiderable depth into the body of the ftone 5 
and there reprefent like figures or imaget as thofe arc on 
the out fide; ( deeper or Shallower according as he continues 
the application , a longer , or lcffer while. ) Of which kind 
there be divers pieces to be fcen in Oxford, London^ and clfe- 
where . And fome of them being (hewed to his Ma jefty , 
foon after his happy rcftauration , they were broken in his 
prefence, and found to aufwer expectation. And Others may 
be d ayly fcen, by any who is curious, or defirous to fee it.
